FIN DOUBT, AT 
TEND CHEST CLINIC 


H Opportunity for a free chest ex- 
amination will be. given the residents 
of Crawford county on August 13-14 
when the Michigan Tuberculosis As- 
sociation will hold a tuberculosis 
clinic in- Grayling. Arrangements for 
ithe clinic are now being made by 
| Miss Beatrice Ferviby, clinie nurse, 
;and Miss Ruth Eldred, field worker 
{for the Michigan. Tuberculosis As- 
‘sociation. 

This clinic, which is made possible 
iby the sale of Christmas seais in 
Crawford county, is designed partic- 
ularly to reach people who have the 
jsymptoms of tuberculosis, which are: 
‘a persistent cough, afternoon fever, 
iloss of weight, and a continued tired 
ifecling. 

i Children who have been in vlose 
pan eaet with a tuberculous yerson 
Ishould be brought to the clinic since 
‘the disease is highly contagious in 
early life. Adults who have been ex- 
posed should also play safe and be 
‘examined, because age does not bring 
‘immunity to tuberculosis, 

Incipient cases are marked only 
rarely by. all the symptoms, so the 
presence of any one of them warrants 
.am examination, When found in the 
early stages, cure fram tuberevlosis 
is almost certain. It is the cisregard 
of the early warnings which allows 
the disense to become far advanced 
and recovery doubt ui. 

At the last clinic hetd in Crawford 
county, 8 persons were found to have 
active cases of the disease and 3 were 
diagnosed suspicious. The doubts of 
14. persons were cleared up when the 
‘clinic doctor's examination did not 
disclose: any signs of tuberculosis in 
them. 

Further arrangements for the clinic 
will be announced in this paper next 


week.

What right has any 
form of Law to make me a criminal 
if 1 partake of this gift as it was 
intended that I do by the giver.
